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THE PRESBYTERIAN SCREW. 


f HE Rev. J. Reid, of Salford, though he has apparently no following 

to speak of, is an undoubted power in the Presbytery of Manchester. 
He is definite and exact in his aims, and pertinacious in purpose. He 
has, besides, the prestige of an ecclesiastical lawyer. He was clerk of his 
Presbytery in the north before he came to Manchester, and he presided 
as moderator of the synod of the English Presbyterian Church at its 
Newcastle meeting. We may pause here to remark that Mr. Reid, who is 
above all things else a tart, self-willed, dogmatic man, astonished every 
one by the dignity, suavity, and impartiality with which he filled upon 
that occasion the highest and most honourable office which his church 
has the power to bestow. But the excellences which distinguished Mr. 
Reid as a Presbytery clerk become vices in the mere Presbyter when they 
are carried, as they are in his case, to excess. He has practised method 
and system till method and system have possessed his mind to the exclu- 
sion of all other considerations. 


He worships them now not so much for 
the objects they are designed to attain and accomplish, as for themselves. 
Above, and beyond, and around Christianity he sees Presbytery. The 
function of a minister of the Gospel is to attend the monthly meetings of 
the ecclesiastical court; the purpose of a congregation is to elect a kirk- 
session, who in turn may choose a representative or Presbytery elder. 
This being so, the most heinous offence of which a Presbyter—lay or 
dlerical—can be guilty is to absent himself from a meeting of the reverend 
court. Mr. Reid proposes, therefore, that if a member should be absent he 
should send an apology stating his reasons, which may be chronicled in 
the Presbytery’s registers, for what ultimate purpose of doom we do not 
know. Mr. W. Rigby Murray, of Brunswick Street—an essentially amiable 
man, without any very definite notions of principle involved in the 
matter—thinks the proposal a good one, and has an idea that as a 
minister in his ordination vows undertakes his share of the general duty 
of governing the church, it ought to be a point of conscience with every 
minister that he should attend the Presbytery meetings. It does not 
occur to him that if the matter is to be placed on the ground of conscience 
it had best be left to individual consciences. But another and practical 
view of the subject is taken by other members. Dr. Russel, of Bradford, 
who in order to attend a Presbytery meeting has to spend five hours of 
the day in a third-class Lancashire and Yorkshire railway carriage, thinks 
that to attend some meétings of Presbytery when no heresy-hunt or other 
exciting ecclesiastical diversion is afoot may even be a waste of time. 
The out-spoken minister of Pendleton, who believes Presbytery to be 
consistent with liberty of the subject, refuses to lay his motives for 
absenting himself from particular meetings bare, and openly threatens, 
should apologies be exacted from him, to write himself down contumacious. 
Mr. Reid immediately has Mr. Morison on the hip. He remembers the 
wise saw contained in the ‘‘ Form of Church Government” appended to 
the Confession, that the minister at his ordination shall be required to 
profess ** his willingness and humility, in meekness of spirit, to submit 
unto the admonitions of his brethren, and discipline of the church,” 
and he has also at hand a modern instance. In a Presbytery with which 
Mr. Reid was formerly connected, a minister threatened “ that he wouldn't 
do, and wouldn't do, but ultimately he was glad enough to fall on his 
knees and say he would do.” Presbytery is a terrible thing, after all! 
Imagine sturdy Mr. Morison, down on his bended knees to Mr. Reid, 
apologising in meek humility because he had not written an apology, and 
professing with grateful effusion his readiness to do all that might here-

after be required of him. The Presbytery of Manchester, however, has 
hardly been educated as yet up to the Newcastle standard, and so rejected 
Mr. Reid’s motion by twenty-three to two, being much of the way of 
thinking of garrulous Mr. Gardiner—who happily came to this meeting 
late, and fortunately went away early—that the fact of a member's not 
being present should be held as a sufficient explanation of his absence. 
But if Mr. Reid proposes to apply whips to the backs of careless 
Presbyters, he is prepared to scourge the congregations with scorpions. 
He would have the Presbytery, or a committee of the Presbytery, con- 
stantly perambulating the bounds, sitting upon kirk-sessions, blowing up 
deacons’ courts and committees of management, purging the membership, 
and scolding the adherents. These terrible visitations appear to be looked 
upon with considerable jealousy by the members of the court. Mr. 
Cunningham, of Longsight, declares his implacable hostility to the pro- 
posal, being convinced that if such Presbyterial committees went the 
rounds they would find enough to do. ‘ Every one that was in distress, 
and every one that was in debt, and every one that was discontented,” 
would gather themselves to the committee in the belief that it was a‘ kind 
of mill, for which they must provide grist” in the form of grumbles, Dr. 
Russel properly pointed out that these visitations were less needed in the 
Presbyterian than in any other churches, because its gradation of repre- 
sentative courts, being moulded on the principle which governs law procedure 
and legislation in the body politic, provides a recourse for its humblest 
member, on cause shown, from its most local body to its highest assembly. 
He threw out the idea that Mr. Reid’s object, which in the main is right 
as recognising the unity of Presbyterian churches, all being members one 


| of another, might be better attained by the Presbytery becoming peripatetic,

and so getting in an informal way a friendly knowledge of the different 
congregations among whom it may meet. Mr. Moinet, of Withington, who, 
being a wise and moderate man, free from the party bias which Mr. Reid’s 
hard and fast measures would inevitably create, formulated this plan in a 
motion, and it was further improved by a sensible suggestion made by Mr. 
Lees that the Presbytery proceedings ended, its members should meet in 
public assembly with the congregation, and with all who might choose to 
attend. The further consideration of this question the Presbytery, on the 
suggestion of Mr. M’Caw, reserved for another occasion, but there seems 
little doubt that it will commend itself to the Presbytery, as in other 
Presbrteries it has produced much good. 
ever, the measure has. 


One strenuous opponent, how- 
Mr. W. Rigby Murray, who holds it a point of 
conscience that every Presbyter should be present every month, so long 
as the meetings are held in his own schoolroom at Brunswick Street, is 
satisfied that if the meetings were held at Bradford or Leeds the functions 
of individual and general Presbyterial conscience would suspend them- 
Would he not in such a case be satisfied with letters of apology? 

With all this hair-splitting as to forms of procedure, to which Presby- 
terians seem so much addicted, we are happy to add that the Presbytery 
of Manchester is also buckling itself to’ earnest practical work. The 
successful opening of a preaching station at Eccles, and the resolution to 
establish a new church for the teeming population of Moss Side, are an 
earnest of sincere desire on the part of the representative body of Presby- 
terians to signalise their union by increased activity and missionary 
eagerness to propagate.

@’x view of the cartoon of Mr. John Bright, I set several of my pupils 
A) to work on the celebration of the event. I closeted myself for two 


hours with one of them, trying hard to get him in proper form, but it was 
no use, and at last I had to own myself beaten, and do the verses myself. 
It is my especial function and delight to train up the young poets of the 
staff, but somehow they do not, asa rule, turn out well. This is how 
this aspirant—after much effort, and sighing, and groaning, and hair- 
tugging, and pen-biting— begins :— 


Ou, Bright! oh, John! oh, Bright! oh, people’s Bright! 
Thy praises now I will recite— 


This is rather tame, and there are too many “oh’s” in it, but the poet 
defends himself on the ground of poetic license, as also he defends the 
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bad grammar in the next two lines. He says that occasionally freedom 
and vigour are incompatible with a strict adhesion to grammar. This 
is how he proves his thesis :— 

Who shall we find to sing thy praises fit? 

My fame I'll venture into attempting it. 
This is rather egotistical, and the poet says two for himself and one for 
the subject of his poem, but still he shows that he is in earnest, He 


continues :— Oh, people’s tribune! oh, renownéd Bright !— 


Now, havirig gone through it all myself, I suggest that it is no use to harp 
too much on one string, but he persists :— 

Arise! and raise the banner of thy might ; 

Cheer on the Liberals, upset the Tories- 
Now, “glories” is the natural rhyme for “‘ Tories,” but my pupil is peevish 
and perverse, and will accept no suggestion :— 


Convict thine enemies of telling stories. 


He means lies, of course, but the expression is rather old womanish, as I 
point out, Wait a bit, says he triumphantly :— 

Prove to the world that all thy enemies 

No other weapon use but telling lies ; 

I never knew a Tory tell the truth, 

They're trained to falsehood in their early youth. 

Now, this is strong enough with a vengence, and exceedingly irrelevant ; 
but the poet has got into full swing now, and there is no stopping him :— 
Oh, People’s Tribune! estimable Bright ! 

You know, as well as I, that I am right; 

Because they know we cannot do without you, 

Conservatives go telling lies about you. 

Go! burn yon Courier, and let the flame 

Illume the altar sacred to thy name ; 

The journal which each Tory wight admires, 

By Liberals is used for lighting fires.

Mf 1 HIS time last year I discoursed in the Jackdaw on the habits of 
ea} poultry, but I have changed my lodgings since then, and ean observe 
no longer the ways of those fowls.

Mrs. Clarkson, who cuts off pounds at a time from my 
cold meat, is often down upon her for making petty depredations with her 
fingers. These depredations take place chiefly in a light skirmishing 
fashion on the chairs, and in the passages; I have known her to take as 
long as five minutes in going as many yards, Nothing comes amiss to 
the slavey. She drinks Worcester sauce as a delicious cordial, and scoops 
up gravy out of dishes with her fingers; she takes her bread and butter 
separately, as she can get it, usually, however, swallowing the latter in 
lumps. If sugar is as fattening as it is said to be, she ought to be very 
fat. Lf whiskey is unwholesome, she ought to have liver complaint. Yet,
